Preventing Type 2 
Diabetes program 
beginning 

If you were told you 
could prevent type 2 diabe¬ 
tes, would you want to find 
out how? I’m guessing you 
would say yes! 

Well you can! 

If you want to learn how, 
the Bracken County Health 
Department will be offering 
such a program. The Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) estab¬ 
lished the National Diabetes 
Prevention Program, an evi¬ 
dence-based lifestyle change 
program to prevent type 2 
diabetes. This program is for 
people at high risk of devel¬ 
oping type 2 diabetes. 

The Diabetes Preven¬ 
tion Program research study 
showed that making mod¬ 
est behavior changes helped 
participants lose 5% to 7% 
of their body weight, which 
is 10-14 pounds for a 200 
pound person. These lifestyle 
changes reduced the risk of 
developing type 2 diabetes 
by 58% in people with pre¬ 
diabetes. 

Participants work with 
a lifestyle coach in a group 
setting to receive a 1-year 
lifestyle change program, 
that includes 16 core ses¬ 
sions (usually 1 per week) 
and 6 post-core sessions (1 
per month). The National Di¬ 
abetes Prevention Program 
teaches participants strate¬ 
gies for incorporating physi¬ 
cal activity into daily life and 
eating healthy. 

Lifestyle coaches work 
with participants to iden¬ 
tify emotions and situations 
that can sabotage their suc¬ 
cess, and the group process 
encourages participants to 
share strategies for dealing 
with challenging situations. 

The National Diabetes 
Prevention Program will be¬ 
gin on, September 15, 2014, 
here at the Bracken County 
Health Department begin¬ 
ning at 6 p.m.

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Augusta Art Guild receives 
new 501(c)3 Tax-Exempt Status 


The Augusta Art Guild 
is pleased to announce that 
it has been awarded 501(c)3 
tax-exempt determination 
from the Internal Revenue 
Service. This nonprofit pub¬ 
lic charity status is a signifi¬ 
cant accomplishment for the 
Augusta Art Guild. Up until

process. 

“It’s always been the 
belief of our members that 
we should have received the 
501(c)3 determination when 
the Guild originally applied 
for nonprofit status in the 
1990s,” says Augusta Art 
Guild president, Leah Fred¬ 
erick, “Therefore, the Board 
felt it had a real opportunity 
in 2011. It was quite a gamble 
for us - requiring a significant 
investment of time and mon¬ 
ey. All of our records, includ¬ 
ing financials, had been writ¬ 
ten in ledgers. So it was a true 
team effort to gather all the 
information required by the 
IRS.” She adds, “However, 
I’d have to admit that wait¬ 
ing for a final decision was 
the hardest part. It took three 
years but we’re very excited 
to be recognized as a 501(c)3 
organization. The fact that 
the IRS determined that our 
effective exemption date was 
2011 is just the icing on the 
cake.” 

Under the new 501(c)3 
determination, the Augusta 
Art Guild is now qualified 
to receive tax deductible do¬ 
nations, bequests, devises, 
transfers, and gifts. The Au¬ 


gusta Art Guild is also eli¬ 
gible to apply for grants and 
awards specifically designat¬ 
ed for 501(c)3 organizations. 

“This 501(c)3 status 
opens a whole new world 
for us,” concludes Ms. Fred¬ 
erick. “Up until now, we’ve 
been very fortunate in the 
generosity of our donors in 
supporting our mission. This 
new nonprofit status allows 
us to cast a much wider net in 
gamering support. We hope 
to develop new and exciting 
ways to promote and sup¬ 
port the arts in our commu¬ 
nity.

Helping your teen 
to navigate 
peer pressure

The teenage years can be 
rough on teens and on par¬ 
ents, as young people strive 
for independence and parents 
learn how and when to let 
go. One of the most common 
stresses put on teens is peer 
pressure. While they want to 
be independent, they do seek 
acceptance from their peers. 

As children grow into 
adolescence, they begin to 
devote more time to their 
friends and peers than their 
family members. Having 
friends is good. Friendships 
help teens navigate these 
years and can teach them 
how to form strong, fruitful 
relationships and ways to 
work with all kinds of dif¬ 
ferent people, which will be 
helpful no matter what career 
they choose. Encourage your 
teen to form many friend¬ 
ships with a variety of indi¬ 
viduals who share similar in¬ 
terests. For example, maybe 
your teen plays high school 
sports but is also involved in 
the school’s business club. 
She can have friends from 
each group. Having friends 
in many different groups can 
also help your child navigate 
peer pressure, as she will al¬ 
ways have a group of friends 
to go to in case she has a fall¬ 
ing out with another group. 

Positive peer relation¬ 
ships are very healthy for 
teens, but sometimes peer re¬ 
lationships can have a nega¬ 
tive influence. Friends could 
have undesirable attributes 
such as a bad attitude, no 
ambition, be disrespectful or 
engage in risky behaviors. 
They may encourage their 
friends to do similar things. 

As a parent, you can help 
your child successfully navi¬ 
gate the teen years and resist 
peer pressure. While you 
may not think he listens to 
you any more, he does. Here 
are some tips: 

• Get to know your 
teen’s friends, their dreams 
for the future, their goals and 
what they do with their spare 
time. 

• Acquaint yourself with 
their parents. It will make 
you more feel more comfort¬ 
able when you call them to 
ask if a party at their house 
is going to have parental su¬ 
pervision. 

• Focus on safety. Make 
sure your child understands 
you want him and his friends 
to always engage in safe ac¬ 
tivities and to look out for 
each other. If your child finds 
that his friends are engag¬ 
ing in unsafe activities, en¬ 
courage him to let an adult 
know. Reinforce the idea that 
expressing concern for his 
friends’ safety doesn’t make 
him a tattletale. 

• Fisten to your child 
without rushing to judg¬ 
ment or into a lecture. If you 
quickly rush to judgment, 
your child may start hiding 
parts of her life from you, 
especially if she finds out 
you don’t particularly like a 
friend or group of friends. 

• Fet your child always 
know that he can call you if 
he does not feel safe or needs 
to get out of a bad situation.

• Braylon Heard’s two car¬ 
ries, two dazzling touchdown 
runs of 73 and 43 yards to re¬ 
mind us of Alfred ‘Sonny; Col¬ 
lins (1972-75). 

• Defense. Secondary new¬ 
comers E.J. Stamps and Ken¬ 
dall Randolph showed flashes 
of $EC level speed, savvy and 
aggression glaringly absent in 
Lexington for more than half a 
decade. 

NEXT. Kentucky is a 10- 
points-plus favorite this week 
against visiting Ohio Univer¬ 
sity (1-0). A win, whatever the 
spread, is relevant only if it 
becomes a game tape to add to 
efficiency, reduce six penalties 
and repeat zero turnovers. 

Big Blue faithful know 
the real story here.

Cross Country runners in week one 


The Panthers wasted no 
time getting into competi¬ 
tion mode this season. On 
the first official day of cross 
country competition season 
on August 25, Augusta trav¬ 
eled to the Opening Day In¬ 
vitational at Sharp Middle 
School in Pendleton County. 
With a temperature around 
90, it was one of the hottest 
days of what has been a fair¬ 
ly mild summer. 

Augusta junior Camryn 
Snapp led the way for the 
Panthers, as well as led the 
first half of the race. In the 
end, he finished third, with 
Pendleton County’s Walker 
Lea and Harrison County’s 
Ross Smith finishing first and 
second respectively. His first 
official 5K time of the sea¬ 
son came in at 19:17. Next 
in for the Panthers was Rhys 
Todd, a new face in the pro¬ 
gram, who finished 10th in 
22:19. Nick Zeidler finished 
in 23:18, David Reed in 
26:04, Jon Barrett in 26:17, 
and Adam Sallee in 33:45. 
In the middle school race, 
Augusta’s lone runner, Seth 
Fouts, came in second place, 
running the 3K in 13:39. 

“Most of the guys 
weren’t real happy with their 
times,” Augusta Coach Tim 
Litteral stated. “But like I 
told them, it was hot and we 
haven’t had to train in a lot 
of hot weather this year and 
that does make a difference. 
I also told them that one of 
the reasons I thought this 
would be beneficial was to 
shake the rust off and get in 
a race at a smaller meet. It let 
us know where we stand and 
what they need to work on.” 

The team returned to 
action on Saturday, August 
30, at the Ryle Invitational 
in Northern Kentucky. In a 
much larger meet from week 
one, several Panther’s ran the 



best race of their lives, liter¬ 
ally, as four set a new person¬ 
al record. Leading Augusta 
and medaling was Camryn 
Snapp, pictured above, who 
placed 16th out of 139 run¬ 
ners and set a new personal 
record of 17:33. Also set¬ 
ting a PR was Nick Zeidler 
with a 20:54, David Reed 
with 21:21, and Jon Barrett 
with 24:06. Adam Sallee ran 
a 30:57, and while that was 
not his PR, it was a nearly 
three-minute decrease from 
his first meet. In the middle 
school race, Seth Fouts ran 
the 3K in 16:37. 

“All of the high school 
runners not only decreased 
their times from the meet at 
Pendleton, but several set 
new records for themselves, 
so I’m very pleased about 
that,” Coach Litteral com¬ 
mented. “It is hopefully a 
good indication that we are 
headed in the right direction. 
I’m also happy for Camryn. 
He sets high expectations 
for himself, so it’s good to 
see him be where he wants 
to be. It was also the first 
time that he’s placed at the 
Ryle meet. There is a lot of 
tough competition in North¬ 
ern Kentucky, so I’m pleased 
with how the whole team re¬ 
sponded. They need to take 
these results as motivation to 
continue to work hard to im¬ 
prove.”

New mobile app for boater 
safety information released 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources’ new Boat Sober 
mobile app for smart phones 
and tablets informs boaters 
about boating under the in¬ 
fluence and overall boating 
safety. 

“It is an awareness cam¬ 
paign of boating under the 
influence with other boater 
education components,” said 
Maj. Shane Carrier, assistant 
director of law enforcement 
for Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. “We feel that this app is 
just one additional tool we 
can provide to help keep our 
Kentucky waterways a safe 
and enjoyable destination for 
everyone to visit.” 

Carrier explained that 
operating a boat after con¬ 
suming alcohol is more 
dangerous than operating a 
motor vehicle on the high¬ 
way. “There are no lines on 
the water to help keep you 
on course; the boat has no 
brakes and there is no speed 
limit on the water,” he said. 
“Throw alcohol consumption 
into the mix and it is truly a 
recipe for disaster.” 

The Boat Sober app has a 
blood alcohol estimator and a 
button in the shape of a badge 
to report a reckless boat op¬ 
erator to Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife law enforcement. “It 


also has a feature called im¬ 
pairment goggles,” Carrier 
said. “It gives you an idea 
of how alcohol consumption 
impacts your vision.” 

The app also has a “Find 
a Marina” button allowing 
users to find the nearest mari¬ 
na, links to boater education 
regulations and course sched¬ 
ules for boater safety classes. 

“All boat operators from 
12 to 17 years of age must 
have a Kentucky Safe Boat¬ 
ing Certificate to operate a 
boat over 10 horsepower,” 
Carrier said. “We recommend 
adults who operate boats to 
take the course as well.” 

Boaters can also quickly 
view the boating safety equip¬ 
ment checklist, the “Don’t 
Drink and Drown” button 
that contains a description of 
all boating under the influ¬ 
ence laws and penalties plus 
links to paddle sports educa¬ 
tion sites. The app also has a 
direct link to the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s Facebook 
page and Twitter feed. 

“We want to create a link 
between Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife and the boaters in 
our state,” Carrier said. “This 
app will also give us the abil¬ 
ity to send push notifications 
to keep boaters informed 
when something significant 
arises.” 

The app is free for down¬ 
load. Users of Android sys¬ 
tems can download the app 
from Google Play and those 
with Apple iOS systems can 
download this app from the 
Apple Store. 


Overseeding of pastures is 
an excellent management tool 
that improves pasture produc¬ 
tion, forage quality, and en¬ 
sures a good ground cover the 
following year without major 
pasture renovations. Overseed- 
ing consists of planting seed in 
a field with existing grass cover 
in order to fill in bare patches 
and thicken the stand. It can be 
done over the entire pasture or 
limited to trouble areas. The 
best time for overseeding is the 
fall when weed competition 
is low and ideal growing con¬ 
ditions exist for cool-season 
grasses. 

Controlling competition 
from weeds is an important 
step in overseeding. While her¬ 
bicides are an effective way 
of controlling weeds, spraying 
may also hinder young seed¬ 
lings, resulting in a failed es¬ 
tablishment. Carefully check 
the label for the recommended 
waiting period before seeding. 
In general, weeds are less ag¬ 
gressive in the fall, making it 
the best time to overseed. Usu¬ 
ally, close mowing or grazing 
can help seedlings establish. 

Many overseeding appli¬ 
cations fail to establish due to 
grazing the pasture too soon 
after seeding, and grazing too 
heavy the first 6- 8 months. 

Proper seeding method 
is also an important factor in 
overseeding success. The goal 
of any seeding method is to 


place the seed !4 to !4 inch into 
the soil and cover it to achieve 
good seed to soil contact. Using 
a no-till drill is recommended 
to provide the best chance of 
success. Harrowing before and 
after broadcast seeding is an¬ 
other seeding method; howev¬ 
er it is much less accurate and 
effective than a no-till drill. 
Using a cultipacker or roller 
after the harrow method can 
help improve seed to soil con¬ 
tact. Finally, frost seeding is an 
option for overseeding clovers. 
Frost seeding is broadcasting 
seed onto the ground during 
mid to late February and re¬ 
lying on the freeze and thaw 
cycle to work the seed into the 
soil. Frost seeding works well 
with red and white clover, but 
success is limited with grasses 
and alfalfa. 

Allowing time for seedlings 
to establish is another critical 
step in overseeding. Returning 
livestock to an overseeded pas¬ 
ture too soon can wipe-out any 
seedlings by grazing or tram¬ 
pling. Ideally, a pasture should 
have six to eight months of rest 
after overseeding before heavy 
grazing resumes; however, a 
few sessions of light grazing 
can generally be tolerated by 
seedlings. Another option is to 
take a spring hay cutting before 
returning to full grazing. If it is 
not possible for animals to be 
removed from the pasture for 
six to eight months, consider 
using temporary fencing and 
overseeding half of a pasture 
one year, then the other half the 
next. 

The following recommen¬ 
dations will increase the chanc¬ 
es of a successful overseeding 
application: 

• Apply any needed lime 
and fertilizer amendments 
- An up-to-date soil test will 
indicate the needs of many nu¬ 
trients needed for both estab¬ 
lished and growing plants. For 
more information, contact your 
local County Extension Agent 
or consult the UK publication 
Lime and Fertilizer Recom¬ 
mendations, AGR-1 (www.uky. 
edu/Ag/Forage under “Publica¬ 
tions”). A low rate of nitrogen 
at seeding (30 to 40 lbs/acre) 
will improve the chances of 
successful establishment. 

• Use high-quality seed of 
an improved variety - Use a 
variety that has proven to be a 


top performer under Kentucky 
conditions. The University of 
Kentucky forage testing pro¬ 
gram tests the survival of cool- 
season grasses and legumes 
under grazing and reports these 
findings in Forage Variety Tri¬ 
als, www.uky.edu/Ag/Forage. 
High-quality seed has high 
rates of germination and is free 
of contamination from weed 
seed. Remember, quality seed 
will produce a pasture that lasts 
for years; “cheap seed” will 
only lead to headaches. 

• Plant enough seed - Seed¬ 
ing rates are determined by the 
grass mixture to be planted. See 
Table 1 for the recommended 
seeding rates for common for¬ 
age plants. 

• Use the best seeding 
method available - Using a 
no-till drill is recommended 
for overseeding, as discussed 
previously. 

• Control competition - 
Close mowing or grazing prior 
to overseeding will reduce ex¬ 
isting grass and weed competi¬ 
tion. 

• Allow immature seed¬ 
lings to become established - 
In addition to limiting grazing 
of an overseeded pasture, also 
limit herbicide applications at 
critical times. Typically, seed¬ 
ing grasses should not happen 
until six to eight weeks after 
spraying and wait an addi¬ 
tional six to eight weeks before 
spraying a newly overseeded 
stand. With clovers the waiting 
period for seeding after spray¬ 


ing can be six or more months 
with some herbicides. Always 
follow herbicide labels. 

• Allow immature seed¬ 
lings to become established - 
In addition to limiting grazing 
of an overseeded pasture, also 
limit herbicide applications at 
critical times. Typically, seed¬ 
ing grasses should not happen 
until six to eight weeks after 
spraying and wait an addi¬ 
tional six to eight weeks before 
spraying a newly overseeded 
stand. With clovers the waiting 
period for seeding after spray¬ 
ing can be six or more months 
with some herbicides. Always 
follow herbicide labels. 

• Other Considerations 
When Overseeding - Peren¬ 
nial ryegrass is a short-lived, 
cool-season grass that has ex¬ 
ceptionally high seedling vigor 
and is often used to thicken up 
troublesome areas. If perennial 
ryegrass is seeded at high rates 
(above 20%) it will outcompete 
other grasses, which will result 
in bare spots as perennial rye¬ 
grass dies out in two to three 
years. Perennial ryegrass can 
be infected with an endophyte 
similar to that of tall fescue, 
therefore only endophyte-free 
perennial ryegrass should be 
seeded. 

• Purchase seed well in 
advance of overseeding. High 
quality seed is in high demand 
in the fall and may not be avail¬ 
able at that time. 

• Store seed in a cool, dry 
area to maintain germination 
levels. Always store in a con¬ 
tainer that is rodent proof.
